HOT SPRINGS.—This is an era of 


many changes in Arkansas farm lands, 
Stanley Andrews of Little Rock, edi- 
tor, of the Arkansas Farmer, Monday 
told delegates attending the seventh 
annual conyention of the Arkansas 
Real Estate Association, which opened 
in tho Arlington hotel. He said that 
in the hill counties the farms have 
become larger, with less population, 
while In the delta sections there are 
more farms and an Increase in popu- 
lation. There are fewar dairy cattle 
in Arkansas than there were five years 
ago, 
but the state has Increased Its 


annual sale of dairy products. 
The 


chicken population also has shown a 
decrease but last year, he said, Ark- 
ansas' egg sale amounted to $11,000,- 
000 more than 10 years ago. There 
also is B movement, he'said, that is 
taking people out of i the cities and 
back to the farm. Suburban farms, 
for raising chickens, produce and oth- 
er products, are springing up. That 
trend probably will be continued, he 
said, .until the depression ends. 


Ark'ansas is getting more specializa- 


tion In its agriculture than ever be- 
fore, Mr. Andrews said, with the larg- 
er farms installing the latest agricul- 
ture machinery, From 
outside the 


state more inquiries regarding thq 
purchase of small or suburban farms 
than at any time within the pas tfive 
years, all of which, he said, indicated 
the people not living in Arkansas must 
have faith in the state. The "come 
back" that Arkansas lids made evi- 
dently has become known throughout 
the United States, he said.

The University of Arkansas Fruit 


and Truck Branch Experiment Sta- 
tion near this city is making prepara- 
tions to plant all of its cultivated land 
to winter cover crops again this year( 
according to G. W. Ware, assistant di- 
rector, in charge. 


When the State took over the present 


station site for experimental purposes 
less than five years ago, it was one 
of the most impoverished farms in 
Southwest Arkansas. With the sys- 
tematic use of cover crops, the soil has 
been improved and the station is now 
considered as a first class farm. 


It has often been referred to as the 


greenest spot in Arkansas, during the 
winter months, when the different 
cover crops on the 
Station'~prescnt. 


various shades of green. 


i Oats, rye and vetch have been tho 
principal cover crops grown by the 
experiment station, and each has spec- 
ial advantages under different condi- 
tions. In most cases the crops have 
been planted 
under 
average farm 


conditions and very encouraging re- 
sults have been obtained. 


When asked to give the results of 


the experiment station in growing dif- 
ferent cover crops, Mr. Ware made the 
following statement: "Many failures 
to get profitable results from winter 
grain and legume covers are due to 
late planting and to poor and insuf- 
ficient seed. 


"As a rule, oats should be planted in 


this section' during the 
first three 


weeks in October, at the rate of ap- 
proximately two bushels per acre. A 
good red rust proof variety is pre- 
ferable. It is advisable to use a seed 
drill for planting all grain crops; but 
if one si not available tho amount of 
seed should be increased to offset the 
loss due to improper covering. It is 
preferable to plant oats in the fall, 
despite the hazard of occasional wint- 
er injury. An average of experiments 
over the state show that winter plant- 
ed oats average 14 bushels per acre 
more than those planted in the spring. 


"Rye is a handy and flexible crop. 


It can be planted with success usually 
any time in October or November. 
The earlier plantings are preferred, 
however. Genuine 
abruzzi seed aft 


much superior to the northern and 
common varieties. Seed should usual- 
ly be sown at the rate of one to one 
and one-half bushels per acre. 


"Experience on the Fruit and Truck 


Branch Experiment Station indicate 
that vetch is a safe legume soil build- 
ing winter cover crop. Planted at the 
rate of 20 to 25 pounds per acre, in 
October, heavy growth has been pro- 
duced by the latter part of March. In 
addition to adding organic matter _to 
the soil, large quantities of nitrogen, 
the most expensive plant food ele- 
ment, is tincluded. Unless vetch has 
been previously grown, inoculation is 
necessary." 


A large supply of oat seed is avail- 


able this year_ and every farm should 
attempt at least a. limited acreage of 
cover crops for soil building and food.

Cotton Shipped on 


River At Camden 


S. S. Ouachita Leaves for 


New Orleans Sunday 


With 400 Bales 


CAMDEN.—The river cotton trade 


was revived here Sunday when the 
Steamer Ouachita left Camden for 
New Orleans with over 400 bales of 
cotton. For the first time in over a 
quarter of a century Camden has 
again become the center of cotton 
shipping on the Ouachita river. 


A much larger cargo of cotton will 


be ready for Capt. Cooley and his 
river packet on the next trip here in 
10 days. 


Steel barges are also expected to 


ply this river starting next week giv- 
ing Camden a thorough barge line 
service to New Orleans and gulf 
points. 


The cotton was loaded onto tho 


steamer from a specially constructed 
chute built at the compress which is 
on the bank of the river. Cotton was 
sent down this chute directly upon 
the steamer stage. A low rate of $1.50 
per bale on the steamer has made 
Camden the center of the cotton ship- 
ping industry. 


In addition the steamer carried a 


shipment of Camden-made furniture. 


Upon its upstream trip Saturday 


night the steamer docked at Gallon 
and revived river transportation there 
for the firs ttime in 25 years. Freight 
for El Dorado merchants was unload- 
ed and on the downstream trip cot- 
ton was picked up. 


Capt. Cooley has recently put into 


service a large steel barge to be used 
during

cotton season. He can 


transport over 4,000 bales at one trip 


A total of 408 bales of cotton were 


shipped on the steamers Sunday. C'n 
the next trip at least 1000 bales will 
be ready for the boat.

Cause of Fires 


Forest Fires Cost United 


States $62,500,000 Loss 


Annually 


. W A SHJNG)TON-.—.(ff)' —LisJhtriing, 
beyond control, pf forest patrols, is by 
far the chief, cause of such forts^ fires 
as have charred and blackened north- 
west timber areas larger than the 
state of Delaware in recent weeks. 


More than half the 6,322 fires In Na- 


tional forests so far In 1931 were start- 
ed by lightning bolts, reports the 
United States forest service.' Careless 
smokers and incendiaries were next 
in importance as causes. 


Spreading campires, brush-burning 


operations, 
locomotive sparks and 


lumber camps accounted for most of 
the others. 


Forest fire losses are roughly about 


$62,500,000 annually, or one-eight of 
the nation's total annual fire loss of 
about $500,000,000, forest service fig- 
ures covering the past five years indi- 
cate, 


So far in 1931 fires in national for- 


ests alone have burned more than 
384,168 acres of timber. Damage to 
private timber lands, not yet estimat- 
ed, has been far greater. 


Fires in the northwest arc believed 


to have destroyed 1,500,000 acrcas of 
government and privately-owned for- 
ests. The federal government has 
spent more than $2,000,000 already this 
year in fighting fires on its own land. 


More than 300 federal fore,st fire 


lookouts ceaselessly scan ridges and 
valleys for telltale columns of smoke. 
About 87 per cent of forest fires arc 
spotted and put under control before 
they burn more than 10 acres. 


When a fire gets out of control, 


leaping through treetops and burrow- 
ing through underbrush and the dry 
humas that covers the soil, flinging 
advance guards of sparks as much as 
half a mile, hundreds of fire-fighters 
are mobilized. 


While the forest ranger in charge 


of the battle soars over the burning 
woods in an airplane to learn the ex- 
tent and direction of the "enemy's" 
movements, the ground 
forces dig 


miles of trenches in a double flank 
attack designed to gradually narrow 
down and "pinch out" the fire's prog- 
ress. 


Pumps, carried on backs of men and 


horses, are rushed to strategic points. 
Dead trees inside the fire lines arc 
cut down before they catch fire and 
explode, scattering sparks to start new 
fires. 


Fire fighters have the best chance 


to gain the upper hand at night, when 
the wind usually drops, humidity in- 
creases, smoke clings closer to the 
yround. shutting off oxygen, and the

The production of wheat in Arkan- 
lenty of money to loan to farmers

corn. These figures show that on the 
average the 
Arkansas farmer pays 


practically twice as much for corn 
as the corn belt farmer got tor it.

Black Leg in State 


Shows Increase 


All Animals Dying From 


This Disease Should 


Be Burned 


Black leg, so called from the com- 


monly observed symptoms of a dark 
or bloocl shot appearance of the mus- 
cles has been more prevalent through- 
out Arkansas during the past few 
months than for a number of years. 
This cannot be definitely accounted 
for except that 
climatic 
conditions 


have been favorable to rendering the 
germs of this disease active in the 
infected pastures, states Dr. J. H. Bux, 
state veterinarian, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. 


Black leg especially affects young 


cattle between 6 or 18 months old 
but it may occur in animals of any 
age. 


It is due to specific germs which 


produce spores or seeds which are 
very resistant to all forms of d,eslrnc- 
tion and may survive in the soil for 
many years. 


Infection 
occurs 
through 
smal 


wounds or punctures of the skin by i 
thorn, brier burrs, barb wire or an> 
other sharp object; occasionally 
in 


fection takes place through wound 
on the lining of the mouth, gullet o 
intestinal tract. 


Treatment is ineffective. Preventio; 


consists of the injection of vaccin 
the one most commonly used beiiv; 
known' as aggressin.
